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Plans to build a 21-storey block of 
flats on Kingston’s old post office 
site have been scaled back by 
developers - by two storeys. 

But campaigners opposing the 
plans claim the modifications do 
not go far enough. 

Following a large public outcry 
over the initial designs, new draw¬ 
ings have been released by devel¬ 
opers St George showing a 
smaller, “more elegant and slen¬ 
der” tower, with the number of 


homes cut from 380 to 360. Only 60 
of the homes will be affordable. 

The new building makes more 
use of glass than the original pro¬ 
posal, and is also set further back 
from Wheatfield Way. 

But the latest artist’s impres¬ 
sions still show the building is vis¬ 
ible from opposite the Fairfield. 

Members of campaign group 
Kingston Residents’ Alliance 
(KRA), which is opposing the 
tower block, met with developers 
and architects this week. 

Tessa Kind, from the KRA, said: 
“I can see they have made an 
effort to make the tower more 
attractive but I don’t think it 


has gone far enough. 

“The tower is either way too high 
or not iconic enough. If it is going 
to be Kingston’s biggest building 
then it might as well be the best. 

“I am disappointed that they 
have not changed much of the af¬ 
fordable housing aspect. I think 
everyone would still like to see 
more.” 

St George submitted its revised 
planning application last week, 
and said it hoped the proposal 
would be heard by Kingston Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee on May 
14. 

A spokesman for St George said: 
“Since submitting our planning 


application in December 2014, we 
have continued our extensive con¬ 
sultation programme and careful¬ 
ly considered the comments 
received. 

“As a result we have made a 
number of revisions to the appli¬ 
cation. These include changes to 
the height of the corner building 
and improvements to its massing 
and design. 

“If approved, the development 
would transform the old post of¬ 
fice site into a fantastic new desti¬ 
nation for Kingston, with new 
homes, shops and restaurants set 
around restored heritage build¬ 
ings and a new public square.”

Teen trapped on peak in quake zone 


A New Malden teenager is one 
of the people trapped on Mount 
Everest after a deadly earth¬ 
quake triggered a series of 
huge avalanches on Saturday. 

Former Richmond College 
pupil Anna Buchanan, 18, was 
reportedly in touch with her 
mother Pauline Buchanan yes¬ 
terday lunchtime after being 
missing for 24 hours. 

Miss Buchanan was said to be 
travelling in Nepal during her 
gap year. 



Her mother Pauline, 53, told 
the Evening Standard her 
daughter was “really shaken” 
by the disaster. 

She said: “As I spoke to her 
there was another tremor. Ev¬ 
eryone started screaming, it 
was just awful. 

“When I spoke to her she 
sounded really shaken and she 
got a lump in her throat when 
she was talking about all the 
devastation. 

“She’s had a real high now 


she’s having such a low. It’s like 
living in devastation.” 

So far at least 17 climbers 
have been killed on Everest 
with at least another 60 report¬ 
ed injured. More than 200 
climbers have been rescued 
from the mountain. 

The earthquake has so far 
killed more than 5,000 people in 
Nepal and left more than 6,500 
injured, a figure that was set to 
rise further still according to 
officials.

Drug addict thief in 
jail for elderly scam

A drug addict who stole from 
the elderly and vulnerable to 
feed his habit has been jailed. 

James Hall, 38, was sentenced 
to seven years in prison after 
stealing jewellery and cash 
from the homes of a disabled 
Kingston woman and an elderly 
New Malden man just before 
Christmas 2014. 

Hall, of Georgia Road, New 
Malden, was out on licence at 
the time of the offences and 
pleaded guilty to two counts of 
burglary at Kingston Crown 
Court on April 7. 

His first victim was a 64-year- 
old woman confined to a 
wheelchair. Hall had entered 
her home in Gooding Close, 
New Malden, on December 15, 
when she was out and stole 
more than £2,000 worth of jew¬ 
ellery and cash. 

A week later on December 22 
Hall entered the flat of an 83- 
year-old man in Mill Street, 
Kingston and while the victim 



was asleep stole quantities of 
cash and jewellery. 

The court heard how Hall had 
numerous previous convictions 
for burglary and in 2012 had 
been sentenced to six years in 
prison for committing 14 bur¬ 
glary offences. 


He was arrested on December 
30 by Kingston police and tested 
positive for heroin and cocaine 
abuse. 

Officers found a crack pipe 
and other drug paraphernalia 
at his home alongside receipts 
for the stolen jewellery from 
pawn brokers. 

During his interview Hall ad¬ 
mitted that he was committing 
burglaries to fund his drug 
habit. 

Detective Inspector Adam 
Guttridge, from Kingston CID, 
said: “Hall is a prolific burglar 
with a drug addiction who 
preyed on the elderly and vul¬ 
nerable to feed his drug habit. 

“His victims were left ex¬ 
tremely distressed by their 
ordeal. 

“Kingston police are commit¬ 
ted to reducing burglaries 
through consistently targeting 
offenders such as James Hall. 

“I hope the sentence given by 
the court goes some way to help 
the victims cope with this trau¬ 
matic experience knowing 
that he will be behind bars 
and off the streets of 
Kingston.”

A man has died after being 
hit by a train at Surbiton 
station. 

All train lines between 
Wimbledon and Surbiton 
were blocked after the inci¬ 
dent at about 11.35am on 
Monday and disruption, in¬ 
cluding delays up to 90 min¬ 
utes, affected commuters 
well past rush hour. 

The delays lasted until past 
9pm that day. 

A British Transport Police 
(BTP) spokeswoman said: 
“Our officers were called to 
Surbiton rail station on Mon¬ 
day, April 27, following a re¬ 
port a person had been hit by 
a train. 

“Colleagues from the 
Metropolitan Police Service 
also attended the incident, 
which was reported to 
BTP at 11.34am, and is cur¬ 
rently being treated as non- 
suspicious. 

“Medics from the London 
Ambulance Service pro¬ 
nounced the man dead at the 
scene. 

“Officers are currently 
working to establish the iden¬ 
tity of the man, and inform 
his family. A file will be pre¬ 
pared for the coroner.” 


A passenger on the train 
said: “I am on the train that 
hit the person. South West 
Trains’ guards have been 
very helpful and informative 
to us. We’re still waiting to be 


moved along with checks. 

“I feel sorry for the driver, 
as he is traumatised.”

On-the-plop fines for dog owners 


Kingston Council will introduce on-the- 
spot fines for litter bugs and dog owners 
who do not pick up after their pets, 
claiming it costs the authority £2m a 
year to clean up the mess. 

A new pilot scheme will be launched 
in the summer punishing those seen not 
cleaning up after their pets with an £80 
on-the-spot fine. 

There will also be £100 fines for people 
who drop litter and cigarette butts. 

The council has awarded a six-month 
contract to outsourcing specialist NSL, 
which will carry out the “environmen¬ 
tal enforcement” scheme. 

The pilot will initially operate in desig¬ 
nated areas covering north Kingston, 
Kingston town centre and Surbiton, in¬ 
cluding parks, open spaces and housing 
estates, and will run from June to 
December. 

If the pilot is successful, it will be 
rolled out to other areas in the borough 
in 2016. 


Road rage trial 

Two men involved in an alleged road 
rage fight involving glass bottles in 
Kingston have denied causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

Prashanthan Naguleswaran, 20, of 
Bramshaw Rise, New Malden, and 
Hajendra Saravanabavananthan, 29, of 
Vale Road, Worcester Park, appeared at 
Kingston Crown Court on Wednesday, 
April 17. 

The fight is alleged to have broken 
out in the middle of the day between oc¬ 
cupants of a VW Golf and a BMW in 
Cambridge Road on Friday, September 
12 . 

A 21-year-old man was taken to hospi¬ 
tal with facial injuries. 

The pair will next appear in court in 
September. 


Councillor Richard Hudson, lead 
member for capital, projects and con¬ 
tracts, said: “I am pleased the council 
will finally be delivering for residents 
by cracking down on the antisocial be¬ 
haviour that it has told us blights our 
borough. 

“The aim is not to persecute offenders, 
but change behaviour that spoils 
Kingston for everyone.” 

A council spokesman said the £2m fig¬ 
ure was the value of the authority’s con¬ 
tract with street cleaning contractor 
Veolia. 

He said: “Clearing up after littering 
and dog fouling costs the council £2m a 
year. 

“Not only is it unsightly and, in the 
case of dog fouling, actually dangerous, 
it shows a complete disregard for the en¬ 
vironment and residents.”

The Trussell Trust-backed 
charity now offers energy vouch¬ 
ers through Npower, one of the 
UK’s “big six” providers.

But voucher recipient Victoria, 
30, said she thought she could 
make the money stretch for 
“a good few weeks”. 

Victoria visited the food bank 
after her benefits were sanc¬ 
tioned by the Job Centre. 

She did not turn up to a skills 
course out of stubbornness, she 
said - preferring to spend her 
time caring for her mother or 
looking for other care work 
instead. 

She added: “There’s nothing 
I’m going to gain from it. 

“It’s 15 hours a week I could be 
working.” 

She will not claim a carer’s 
allowance, she said, because “it 
feels like I’m getting paid to look 
after my mum. 

“That’s my stubbornness. It's 
hard, but with these guys it’s 
picked me up. They welcomed 
me. 

“I should really send in another 
carer, but it’s my mum - I'd like

to look after her myself.” 

Kingston food bank organiser 
Paul Pickhaver said: “The poor¬ 
est people pay more for their fuel 
than I do, because of pre-paid 
meters. These work against the 
poorest. 

“As well as giving financial 
help to people who are struggling 
we will be giving lots of advice on 
how to make your energy go 
further.” 

Trussell Trust chief executive 
David McAuley said: “To under¬ 
stand hunger you have to under¬ 
stand it’s about more than food. 
This is just the next step.” 

Statistics released last week 
showed the food bank handed out 
5,847 emergency food packages, 


designed to last three days, in 2014- 
15 - 2,034 of those for children. 

The figure is the highest yet, al¬ 
though lower than had been 
feared when projections were 
made last autumn. 

The food bank said nearly half 
- 43 per cent - of people came to 
them because despite having a 
job, their pay was not high 
enough. 

One-fifth were forced to seek 
help because of changes to their 
benefits. 


Ramping up no vote fury 


A disabled campaigner who 
was unable to vote in last 
year’s local elections because 
his polling station was 
inaccessible is suing Kingston 
Council. 

Adam Lotun, 52, of Knoll- 
mead, Tolworth, has launched 
his legal claim after a negative 
experience last May at the 
Sunray Community Centre, 
where no ramp meant he could 
not get his wheelchair to enter 
the building to vote. 

Staff also declined to bring a 
ballot box and paper outside. 

He is now suing the council 
over a breach of human rights. 

At the time he told the 


Surrey Comet: “I felt excluded, 
like a second class citizen.” 

A Kingston Council spokes¬ 
man said: “The council is aware 
of the circumstances in which 
a resident found himself un¬ 
able to vote at the May 2014 
elections and is taking steps to 
ensure that the building used 
as a polling station on that oc¬ 
casion is fully accessible to 
wheelchair users for all future 
elections.” 

Last week Mr Lotun revealed 
the Electoral Commission had 
rejected him as a parliamen¬ 
tary candidate because he had 
asked for a job share with two 
others.

Care home residents in 
Kingston were subjected to 
dirty bathrooms, low staffing 
levels, isolation and out-of- 
reach emergency pull cords, 
the health regulator has 
revealed. 

The Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC) said Bupa Care 
Homes’ Lynton Hall, in New 
Malden, and CHD Living’s 
Park Lodge, in Berrylands, 
were inadequate and must 
improve. 

Chris Penwarden, whose 
mother lived at Lynton Hall 
until December, said: “We 
were experiencing on a daily 
basis lack of staff, little or no 
training, no one available to 
feed those who required it. 

“We raised several safe¬ 
guarding issues over the time 
she was there, but little im¬ 
proved. Rather than admit 
the problems existed they 
gave mum notice to quit. 

“We got her moved and she 
spent her last days being 
cared for in a way she 
deserved.” 

CQC inspectors said com¬ 
munal bathrooms at the 42- 
resident Lynton Hall were 


“dirty” and that in some 
cases emergency cords were 
tied up out of reach. 

Chemicals and medicines 
were not always safely stored 
and inspectors noted “a num¬ 
ber of staff engagements 
with people that were not 
positive”. 

A spokeswoman for Bupa 
said: “We’ve worked hard and 
have made a series of 
changes within the home. 

“These include improve¬ 
ments to our care planning 
system, reviewing all care 


and nutrition plans, and 
strengthening our medica¬ 
tion management systems. 

“The health and wellbeing 
of our residents is our abso¬ 
lute priority and we are com¬ 
mitted to doing whatever is 
needed to ensure that high 
standards of care are 
achieved and sustained.” 

Park Lodge had 17 residents 
when it was visited in 
January. 

Inspectors said CHD did not 
always ensure the home was 
safe and that building works 


meant anyone could enter 
without signing in. 

The CQC also noted breach¬ 
es in risk management, 
quality monitoring and 
medication. 

Staffing levels were down 
and paperwork was out of 
date, it said. 

A CHD spokesman said: 
“The wellbeing of our resi¬ 
dents is our absolute priority. 

“The home was fully com¬ 
pliant in 2014. 

“On the day of the inspec¬ 
tion the home’s refurbish¬ 
ment programme was still in 
progress. 

“We acted immediately to 
put in place a robust plan to 
address the areas raised by 
the inspection. 

“The refurbishment of the 
home is now complete and we 
have reviewed our staffing 
levels.” 

A new manager had been 
installed and the home had 
recently been commended by 
two families with relatives 
living there, he said. 

Councillor Julie Pickering, 
lead member for health, said: 
“I am disappointed that the 
homes have appeared in the 
list. 

“But it is a compliance 
issue. I would be fuming if it 
was a safeguarding issue.”

Nightclub hits back 
over closure claims

The owners of Hippodrome 
nightclub have fervently denied 
they want to close down, despite 
the claims of Kingston Council’s 
leader. 

The nightclub is set to be bull¬ 
dozed in the next five years to 
make way for the new Eden 
Quarter project - a collection of 
shops and residential units. 

Council leader Kevin Davis 
said last week: “I’m not sure 
[Hippodrome] want to stay open. 

I don’t know if they are making 
that much money. It’s not the 
council shutting them. Their 
lease is up and I think they want 
to close.” 

However, the Luminar Group, 
that owns the Hippodrome and 
Pryzm clubs, has denied the 
claims. 

Luminar’s chief executive 
Peter Marks said: “We have no 
desire to close Hippodrome, 
which has been part of Kingston 
nightlife for many years and we 
hope for many more to come. 

“It offers a different clubbing 
experience to other venues in 
the town and is looked upon 
fondly by its loyal management, 
staff and customers.”

McClusky’s, another popular 
town centre music venue, will 
also close its doors when the sec¬ 
ond phase of the Riverside 
Kingston restaurant develop¬ 
ment gets under way in 2019. 

The plan to reduce the number 
of nightclubs in the town centre 
has sparked a huge reaction 
from younger residents. 

Grove byelection candidate 
and Banquet Records owner Jon 
Tolley published a video last 
week accusing the council of not 
caring about young people in the 
borough and not understanding 
the music scene. 

Mr Tolley said: “I do not under¬ 
stand the whole kind of apathy. 


Particularly, the statement 
‘Don’t worry that Hippodrome 
and McClusky’s are closing 
down because there are still 
plenty of places you can go. You 
can go to Pryzm’. 

“Are you kidding me? That 
place was almost shut down for 
all the wrong kind of reasons 
recently. 

“Do you even understand what 
our music culture is or what the 
people of Kingston want to do? 
It’s bonkers.” 

Mr Marks echoed Mr Tolley’s 
statement, and said he believed a 
“varied night-time economy was 
vital for any town centre sur¬ 
vival, especially for a university 
town like Kingston”. 

Mr Marks said: “We would en¬ 
courage local developers to con¬ 
sider this when reviewing plans 
for the future.” 

When told the club manage¬ 
ment have said they do not want 
to close, Coun Davis said: “They 
may not want to close, but they 
don’t have much of a choice. The 
planning application is already 
in for McClusky’s. 

“I don’t disagree with Jon Tol¬ 
ley. I think Kingston is missing a 
live music venue. If Jon wants to 
talk to me about finding one, I 
haven’t got any money, but I’m 
perfectly happy to listen to his 
ideas.”

Land issue should 
be openly discussed 


Earlier this month, the 
Kingston Guardian reported 
that the council meant to sell 
land on the corner of Jubilee 
Way and the A240 in Tolworth 
for a plastics factory (Vacated 
land could ease growing de¬ 
mand for school places, April 3). 

The administration and other 
interested parties must under¬ 
stand right now that this plot 
is part of the council’s King 
George’s Field holding and is 
still metropolitan open land. 

For this and maybe other rea¬ 
sons, its sustainability for in¬ 
dustry is questionable. 

Arguably, the issue should be 


discussed publicly by, at least, 
the south of the borough’s neig- 
bourhood committee, before 
further moves to dispose of the 
site are taken. 

The Easter holiday seems to 
have affected both paper and 
council. 

The story came out just before 
with a slant, as if inspired by a 
Guildhall press release, alleging 
useful ramifications elsewhere. 

The council planners issued 
the official notification to resi¬ 
dents of the Tesco scheme on 
April 1, before days of no postal 
service, so it arrived on April 8, 
cutting the effective period for 


comments from 21 to 14 days. 

This might as well have been 
intended to limit responses to 
the initiated few who know they 
can write long after the 
deadline. 

Any local opposition - now 
normal life is resumed - to the 
council leadership’s wishes on 
the land sale, the Tesco scheme, 
the London Mayor’s tunnel 
idea and the connected 
development, plus any other 
over-development proposed for 
Tolworth, will not be politically 
motivated.

Announcement came before the decision 


This is an open letter to Bruce 
McDonald, Kingston Council’s 
chief executive. 

Please can you explain why an 
announcement was made by 
Kingston Council regarding new 
funding arrangements for the 
Rose Theatre before a decision 
had been made by councillors at 
committee? 

The news item dated April 2 
was published five days before 
the committee report was made 
available publicly and pre-dated 
the debate and decision by 12 
days. 


Who prepared the statement 
and who authorised and signed 
off the press release? The April 2 
statement made no reference to 
negotiations being subject to 
committee approval. 

Whatever the view of the new 
funding arrangements for the 
theatre, they included writing 
off a substantial loan and sus¬ 
pending a standing order of our 
constitution in order to bypass a 
procurement process. 

Do you consider it acceptable 
to declare an outcome before 
recommendations are approved 


and the public given an opportu¬ 
nity to participate in an open 
forum? 

Would you agree that this 
showed total disregard for the 
democratic process? 

A situation arose in 2013 when 
proposals were publicised con¬ 
cerning the transfer of adult ed¬ 
ucation provisions to the Groves 
area of New Malden without no¬ 
tification to residents or ward 
councillors.

Downsizing 
store plans 

Tesco’s latest plans for the redevel¬ 
opment of the former Government 
offices site in Tolworth have once 
again hit the headlines. 

Originally, the former supermar¬ 
ket giant had intended to build a 
hypermarket, then downscaled to 
a supermarket, and has now fur¬ 
ther downsized to a convenience 
store as part of a large mixed-use 
scheme, almost entirely residen¬ 
tial, with 705 new homes, in a mix 
of low-rise and high-rise buildings. 

Within this, the developer is 
proposing a level of affordable 
housing, so miniscule you would 
need a microscope to find it. 

Less than 100 affordable units are 
planned, far below the borough’s 
targets of 50 per cent in schemes of 
more than 10 units. 

The site was labelled in its core 
strategy policy in 2012 as a key 
area of change, where high-quality 
improvements to the site would 
be sought, and presumably 
demanded. 

While no one is resisting the re¬ 
development of this site, the coun¬ 
cil is, even to the untrained eye, 
missing a trick if it is happy for the 
developer to get away with such a 
dismal proportion of affordable 
units at this time of rising house 
values. 

I am hearing and reading of 
other smaller schemes where 
landowners are successfully argu¬ 
ing for no social housing, and this 
significant site bears all the hall¬ 
marks of one opportunity where 
the council could conceivably play 
tough and secure the future for a 
great many of its residents. 

At a time where it is becoming 
impossible for young residents to 
even put a foot on the very lowest 
rung of the housing ladder, surely 
the council has a duty to help keep 
these people within the borough. 

Or is it more interested in the 
Tesco pound? After all, every little 
helps.

L ouisa Clarence-Smith: 
Where did the idea 
for Sex In Suburbia 
come from? 

Claire Sweeney: All the ap¬ 
pallingly bad dates my 
friends and I have ever expe¬ 
rienced.

LCS: Did you think twice 
about putting your own 
material in? 

CS: No, I found it liberating.

I thought 
they were funny and 
I’m glad all the 
women who saw 
them in the show 
thought so too. 

LCS: What are 
some of the more out¬ 
landish dates experi¬ 
enced by friends? 

CS: One of them found the 
macho man she was dating 
wearing a frilly rah-rah dress. 
There’s another tale about a 
cross-dresser. It’s the true 
story of a woman married to 
an uncommunicative, un¬ 
pleasant man who suddenly 
discovers that he likes to 
wear women’s clothes. After 
the initial shock, she becomes 
the best of friends with his 
alter ego, who’s softer, warm 
and kind, and it saves their 
marriage. There’s another 


cautionary tale that carries 
the warning, “be careful what 
you wish for.” A man 
) wants to take his wife 
to a “swingers” club, 
but she is reluc- 
, tant. When he fi- 
l nally persuades 
her to experi¬ 
ment, she 
k ends up 
loving 
\ it. He 


becomes 
jealous and 
they end up 
getting di¬ 
vorced.

A structural decline in the rate 
of house sales means the average 
turnover of a property has almost 
trebled since the 1980s from 
eight to 23 years, according to 
a new report by the Intermediary 
Mortgage Lenders Association 
(IMLA). 

The second annual report from 
IMLA shows annual turnover of 
the private housing stock fell from 
over 12 per cent to 4.5 per cent 
over the last three decades. 

As a result, IMLA's analysis 
indicates the 'average' home 
currently changes hands once 
every 23 years compared with 
every eight years during the 1980s. 

The IMLA report argues that low 
housing turnover is driven by a 
combination of people buying 
their first homes later; by a 
larger private rented sector 
where turnover is lower; and by 
the baby boomer'hoarding effect' 
where middle-aged homeowners 
are staying put, tying up a large 
part of the housing stock. 

These factors are likely to keep 
turnover down for the foreseeable 
future, potentially limiting mort¬ 
gage lending and restricting access 
to existing properties. 

IMLA's analysis also shows the 
estimated contribution of mort¬ 
gage finance to the total value of 
UK housing transactions hit a new 
all-time low of 41.7 per cent last 
year. It means just £4.17 of every 


£10 spent on house purchases in 
2014 was funded by mortgages 
while cash or equity made up £5.83 
(58.3 per cent). 

Despite forecasting a slight 
increase in gross mortgage lending 
over the next two years, IMLA 
expects the estimated contribution 
of cash (including deposits and 
cash purchases) to housing trans¬ 
actions will exceed 60 per cent for 
the first time on record 
by 2016. 

Peter Williams, Executive Director 
for IMLA, commented: "These fig¬ 
ures paint a picture of a housing 
market where turnover has drasti¬ 
cally slowed in the last thirty years. 

"Quite simply, in the absence of 
a sustained rise in housebuilding 
and improved affordability and 
turnover, the fact that properties 
are coming onto the market less 
frequently severely limits the 
scope for would-be first time 
buyers to graduate to owning their 
own homes." 

The IMLA forecasts offer a 
cautious expectation of growth 
in 2015, with strong economic 
fundamentals - including low 
inflation, rising incomes and 
continued low interest rates - 
balancing these negative 
influences and supporting a 
three per cent annual rise in 
gross lending to £210bn.
